DESTROY ISLAND 


Thousands Perish In a Great 


Japanese Disaster.

W hile the fact ttiat millions of peep 
pie were suffering the agonies of hun­ 
ger and thousands were dying of star 
ration had been regarded here with 
comi*arative indifference, th*1 people j 
were galvanized into excitement by the 
disaster in tilt* south, which, because! 
of it.- spectacular character, awakened 
the imagination. 


Pompeii's Doom Duplicated. 


T he whole volcanic range of Kin- 
shni burst into dangerous activity with 
startling suddenness after having been 
quiescent for m on 1 
than a century, j 
Kagoshima was obliterated exactly as 
ancient Pompeii was engulfed by the 
lava pouring from Vesuvius. 
Hundreds of earthquake shocks were j 
felt ail through the islands. 
Railroads, 
telegraph 
lines 
and 
telephone 
lin es! 
were destroyed and nothing like an 
adequate account of the disaster has 
yet been recei . cd here. 
According 
to 
dispatches 
received 
from Mitoyoahi, the main los^ of life 
was apparently on the island of Sakur- ; 
ash im a. 
After having been dormant 
for 130 years, the 
volcano, without 
warning, burst into activity and poured 
destruction 
on 
the 
villages 
on 
it3 
slopes and base. 
The eruption began in the forenoon 
last Sunday, according to the story of 
one of the survivors who managed to 
escape from Kagoshima. 
Many of the . 
islanders hastened to the mainland a 
couple of miles away, abandoning their 
homes in terror, but by far the greater 
number had no time to escape, 


island a M a s s of Flame. 


The* whole mountain seemed to s p lit.; 
New craters opened up in a score of 
places and 
lava and 
blazing 
ashes 
came down the slopes igniting every j 
thing in tneir path, until the entire 
island was a mass of flame. 
The inhabitants of the western slope 
of the mountain were most affected by i 
the first explosions. 
The survivors 
ran to the beach in a frenzy as the 
flames swept down the mountain side 
to their village. 
The people flocked to 
the beach opposite Kagoshima. There 
were no boats to take them to the 
mainland. 
T he police of Kagoshima 
appropriated all tile available craft in 
the harbor there and hastened to lend 
aid to the stricken islanders. 
As the boats sped to the island the j 
heat was intense and the flames ad- • 
vanCed to the beach so rapidly that 
hundreds of persons were doomed be- j 
fore 
the 
rescuers 
could 
reach 
the 
island. 
The burning lava overtook 
them before the eyes of the men has­ 
tening to give them aid. 
Many w'ere 
saved, however, and taken to Kago- 
shima 
Awe Turns to Terror. 


It was not until three-quarters of an 
hour after the first eruption that the 
summit of the cone began to hurl forth 
lava and 
rocks. 
The 
fiery 
m atter ; 
leaped to an im mense height through : 
dense volumes of smoke. 
Then the i 
people of Kagoshima, 
who had been ; 
watching the 
terrific spectacle with j 
awestruck interest, becam e alarmed 
for their own safety. 
As the series of j 
earthquakes increased in number and 
intensity the people began to flee. The 
authorities ordered the inhabitants to 
abandon the city. 
It was 7 o'clock in the evening when . 
the ( titire top of the mountain was lit-1 
(rally blown off with a terrible ex pie-; 
sion. 
Smoke, 
ashes, huge rocks and 
lava shot into 
the air and spread over 
the sk y as a vast canopy. 
Wide 
streams of the 
sizzling lava swept 
down the mountain sides iii all direc­ 
tions, 
destroying 
everything 
before 
them. 
So tremendous was the force of 
the eruption that boulders weighing 
several tons were hurled not only the 
three miles across the hay into Kago­ 
shima. but nine miles farther inland, I 
where they dropped into the forests ' 
Even at that distance their heat was! 
so intense that fires were started, and 
before long the thousands fleeing from 
Kagoshima found them selves hemmed 
In by burning forests. 
Just how many 
persons managed to leave the island 
after 
the 
eruption 
started 
is 
not 
know n, but it is pretty definitely estab 
lished that but few ever reached thc- 
mainland. 
After the volcano had been in erup­ 
tion but a few hours the entire island 
was 
practically 
devastated. 
What 
parts of it w ere not submerged be­ 
neath molten lava were covered by 


thickly packed ashes that, driven by a 
strong wind, were drifted at points to 
a depth of twenty feet. 
Thousands of 
bodies must have been packed into 
graves of ashes. 
I ai va flowed into the 
streets of th e villages and seeped its 
way into basem ents. 
Bamboo houses 
were fired and burned alm ost before 
the occupants could get out of them. 
Rain began falling an hour after the 
eruption started. 
It turned the lava 
ashes into whelts of mud before they 
reached the earth and added further 
bewilderment to the scene 


“The Last Person Living.” 


Every available ship in the Jap an ese 
navy at once was headed toward the 
city. 
Many 
com m ercial 
steam ship 
companies have been enlisted into a 
Sam aritan service by the government. 
T h e army is sending troops by train. 
The Red Cross is on its way with hos­ 
pital supplies. 
All of thi3 despite the 
fact that there is not supposed to be 
a living man or woman either on the 
island of Sakura or in the territory 
where once stood the busy city of 
Kagoshima. 
No one knows or perhaps ever will 
know’ how’ many persons perished at 
Kagoshima during a night of wild ex­ 
odus tow’ard the interior and 
away 
from the erupting Sakarshim a. 
Thou­ 
sands at least, it is certain, dropped 
in the streets overcome by heat and 
fright and foul gases, to be quickly 
covered by the fall of ashes and in 
candescent rocks. 
That there was chaotic disorder is 
certain. 
One telegraph operator who 
sat at his key calling for help told of 
crowds rushing into the sea. of thou­ 
sands running and making their way 
as best they could to the east, away 
from the -olcano. 
It was the sam * op­ 
erator who sent out the last word from 
Kagoshim a: 
“I am the last person living,” and 
that w’as the last thing he said. 
The island of 
Sakura, about five j 
miles broad and six miles long, lies in 
the bay of Kagoshim a, a long arm of 
the sea, reaching into Kiushui, the 
southernmost island of big area in the j 
Japanese group. It is three m iles from 
the city of Kagoshima, capital of the 
province of Satsum a, and once t h e , 
feudal stronghold of the baron who | 
ruled over that province. 
Kagoshima was the important city 
on the island save only the seaport 
town of Nagasaki, ninety miles away. 
It 
was 
the 
central 
manufacturing 
point of the famous Satsum a pottery, 
and its inhabitants for the most part 
wo re connected in one way or another 
with that industry. 


Tidal Wave Completed Disaster. 


Reports from other sources say that 
a tidal wave swept over the city and ; 
all in its path perished. 
Ashes from the volcano fell into the 
city of Nagasaki, IOO miles away. The 
earthquake shocks w’ere felt principal­ 
ly throughout the Kiushui area. 
It is stated that Kirishima, north of 
Kagoshim a bay, is also in eruption and 
that great dam age has been caused 
there. 
There are no details available. 
The admiralty sent warships to get 
into communication with the tow’ns 
nearest the scene xyf the disaster, and 
new’3 is expected by wireless, but up 
to the time of filing this dispatch noth­ 
ing has been received. 
All estim ates 
of the number of people who perished 
are conjectural. 
Mt. 
Asama, 
a 
volcano in 
central 
Japan, also is active. 
Prof. Omovi. teacher of seismology 
at the University of Japan, said that 
he believes the volcanic disturbance 
will continue.

BUSY MART FOR FOUR YEARS 


During That Period 2,216 Actions Were 
Filed There, and the Final Rush Was 
Heavy—More Recently the Number 
of Men In Quest of Quick Freedom 
Showed Marked Increase. 


The Keno divorce colony isn t whnt 
It used to be. 
No longer will dissatis­ 
fied married folks be able to settle in 
the Nevada city for six months and 
then obtain freedom from their mates 
That procedure will hereafter take one 
whole year 
With tills change the foremost in 
ducement to divorce seeker’s from oth 
er states is eliminated aud the advan­ 
tages of short residence requirement. 
as may yet be enjoyed in two other 
states, under equally broad bases for 
causes of action, eau have its only se­ 
quel-th e diverting of future divorce 
activities (rom Nevada. 
Last Minute Rush. 
For four years, from 1010 to io u . 
Reno has occupied a spot light position 
in the attention of tile world. 
The di­ 
vorce colony during this four year pe­ 
riod numbered 2.250 men and women. 
Ninety-one persons rushed in just as 
the curtain was about to fail during 
December, the last day breaking all 
daily records for the four years in the 
history of the ’’colony.” 
The last rush bi-ought the number of 
divorce seekers from other states up to 
approximately 050—390 women and 200 
men—making the proportion 60 aud 40 
per cent greater in favor of the men 


than it previously was. 
Until then 
fully 75 per cent of the tofal were wo 
men. 
Reno’s Four Years’ Record. 
The total number of actions filed dur­ 
ing the colony’s period of greatest ac­ 
tivity extending through the past four 
years to .Jam I, 1914. follows; 1910, 
492 cases; 1911, 540 cases; 1912, 588 
cases; 
1913, 590 cases; grand total, 
2.210 cases. 
Eighty per cent of the total numlier 
filed were granted decrees; 95 per cent 
of the prominent applications from the 
Atlantic coast secured decrees. 
The 
greatest number of actions tiled in any 
one month was 102 iu December, 1913. 
Communities furnishing the greatest 
number of colonists stand in the fol­ 
lowing order; New York. California. 
Canada, New Jersey, Massachusetts. 
Illinois and Pennsylvania. 
There have been recently aliout thir­ 
ty divorcees at Reno under assumed 
or using* their maiden names, for the 
purpose of covering their identity. 
A 
year ago this number was double what 
It is now. 
Many gave up this effort to 
prevent identification, learning from 
the experience of others who preceded 
them that it is generally useless. 
About 120 of the colony have imme­ 
diately remarried, at Reno in most in­ 
stances, to their “affinities.” who have 
been simultaneously living there, ei­ 
ther also for divorces or to be with 
their prospective husbands or wives. 
In several instances each never met 
the other until one or the other arriv­ 
ed in Reno.

That would tie stupendous enough 
But we have no reason whatever for 
supposing that the limits of our uni 
verse do lie there. The true boundaries 
of the stellar system may be twice as 
far. four times as far, ten times as far 
We do not even know with certainty 
that <$lir solar system is placed any 
where near Its center, 
though this 
seems rather likely 
Far off as the 
boundary reaches in one direction, it 
may reach much further in another di 
reotion.—J ’handlers' Journal.
